Its Purpose and Victorious 
Triumph 

E that committeth sin is of the 

devil; for the devil sinneth from 
the beginning. For this purpose the Son 
of God was manifested, that he might 
destroy the works of the devil,” 1 John 
3:8. 

We find the first words of this 
verse an astonishing, convicting state- 
ment made by the aged John, that con- 
demns any uncircumcized heart. Note 
how plainly, listen how piercing the 
words when God had spoken to a ruined 
world. “He that committeth sin is of 
the devil.” Why? Sin offends God, 
grieves His Spirit, its father is the arch- 
enemy of God. The Bible condemns sin, 
heaven denounces sin, God hates sin, 
your conscience speaks against sin, the 
Bible threatens, warns, judges, con- 
demns and will finally plunge it into an 
eternal night of despair and agony, and 
all who serve sin. 

Sin is raging, breaking homes, wreck- 
ing lives, bringing sorrow throughout all 
the universe, has its fangs hung in you, 
if you haven’t come to the Christ of 
Calvary. So we find ourselves in dire 
need of a remedy. As our civilization is 
being ruined, we lift our eyes and hands, 
bow our heads, look, search with our 
hearts for deliverance. From where does 
it come? Can we look to present envir- 
cnments, our social order, our free 
press? or what can we look to as a 
remedy? 


We look to Gen. 3:15. God told the 
serpent that the woman would bruise 
his head, or the seed of the woman would 
be his defeat. So the archenemy of God 
has used his violence of every descrip- 
tion. Supposing Abel was the promised 
seed, he prompted Cain to slay him. He 
is the murderer from the beginning, but 
he was defeated, for Seth took his place. 
The entire Old Testament history re- 
veals the trail of the serpent in every 
agc, in every century. He is seen active 
through sin, through lawlessness, through 
violence, rebellion, lies and deception. 
Now appearing as a roaring lion, then 
in the form of an angel of light to op- 
pose God and to frustrate His purpose. 
And how are we to be rid of sin? The 
Cainites, the descendants of the wicked 
Cain, were his seed. Under his control 
they built a great civilization, erected 
Cities, invented musical instruments, 
became manufacturers and developed 
agriculture. So it is with every civiliza- 
tion, they aim at one thing—to improve 
the world, better conditions, and elimi- 
nate as much of the curse as possible. 
The story of that first civilization is 
the same as that of every one, including 
our own. It ended in failure and law- 
lessness with all the inventions and dis- 
coveries, different improvements and 
imagined progress. Moral conditions be- 
came worse and worse, proving the New 
Testament truth, “The whole world 
lieth in the wickedness,” 1 John 5:19, 
and finally the earth was corrupted be- 
fore God and filled with violence; un- 


seen evil powers under the control of 
the tallen angel prince had brought on 
the terrible corruption. Gen. 6. 

That sinister being thought if he 
dragged down the human race in op- 
position and defiance to God, God would 
have to destroy it and His purpose of re- 
demption could not be accomplished. 
But Noah found grace in_ the eyes of 
the Lord. Judgment sweeps the earth 
once more. The waters of death cover 
it all, but the ark carrieth through the 
judgment waters eight souls and a new 
age begins in which God carries out 
the execution of His plans. The race 
had the knowledge of God. They knew 
Him by His works, and tradition kept 
that knowledge alive. But it was the 
serpent who filled their hearts with 
pride and they rejected the Lord in 
self-will to make for themselves a name. 
They built the tower, but were scat- 
tered. The family of Shem had fol- 
lowed the drift of the times into idola- 
try. God calls aside a descendant of 
Shem, Abram, whose father, Terah, was 
a worshiper of idols, and through him 
God continues His purpose. When it 
became known that David was a man 
after God’s own heart, Satan mustered 
his forces and tempted David and the 
king became a murderer and adulterer. 
Through the devil’s seed the kingdoms 
are led to revolt. He manifested himself 
as a liar and murderer to corrupt, to 
defeat God’s great purpose.

Christ Our Passover 


GARNER J. WILKINS 


(i Gor, $37) 

“For the Lord will PASS through to 
smite the Egyptians; and when he seeth 
the blood upon the lintel, and on the 
two side posts, the Lord will PASS over 
the door, and will not suffer (permit) 
the destroyer to come in unto your 
houses to smite you,” Exod. 12:23. 

This word PASSOVER always seemed 
to me to express considerably more of 
spiritual value than most Christians have 
realized. All agree that the Jewish pas- 
chal lamb is typical of the Lamb of God 
that taketh away the sin of the world; 
furthermore, Paul explicitly designates 
Christ as our PASSOVER, but to me 
just to accept a truth without exploring 
the depths of it is like finding a cool 
spring of water, sitting down near by, 
watching its sparkling, life-sustaining 
flow, and hearing its babbling, murmur- 
ing music without drinking. When we 
are dry our eyes or ears may excite our 
thirst, but will never satisfy it. It is 
equally true of the eternal springs of 
living water found in the Christian’s 
Bible. If you will note carefully the 
12th chapter of Exodus, verses 12 and 


13, says: “I will PASS THROUGH the 
land of Egypt this night and when | 
see the blood, I will PASS OVER you, 
and the plague shall not be upon you to 
destroy you.” Also, (note verse 23) “I 
will PASS THROUGH and when this 
blood is discovered upon the lintel, and 
on the two side posts, the Lord will 
PASS OVER the door, and will not 
suffer the destroyer to come into your 
houses to smite you.” Now it cannot 
be that this word PASS THROUGH 
carries the same significance as the 
word PASS OVER. Consequently, let 
us take these phrases and dissect them 
—that is, divide them into their constit- 
uent parts for the purpose of examina- 
tion; analyze for the purpose of criti- 
cism. 


PASS THROUGH is a clear implica- 
tion of MOVING; to move, to go, to 
proceed from one place to another, and 
the language in this particular instance 
was intended to convey that particular 
proclamation. The death angel (here 
the agent of the Lord) to visit ven- 
geance upon the land of Egypt is this 
night PASSING THROUGH to de- 
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stroy, but God says, “When I see the 
blood I will PASS OVER you.” 


Notice particularly verse 23, “The 
Lord will PASS OVER the door” and 
will not permit the destroyer to come 
in unto your houses to smite you. You 
recall the order of events was that the 
lamb without blemish for each family 
was to be killed at evening and immed- 
iately (as blood congeals if let stand) 
take a bunch of hyssop, and dip it into 
the blood that is in the bason, and strike 
the lintel and two side posts, and‘ 
“none of you shall go out at the door 
of his house until the morning,” said 
the Lord .... “And it came to pass, 
that at midnight the Lord smote all the 
firstborn in the land of Egypt” (verse 
29). At evening the blood was to be 
applied and the entire household must 
remain inside, then it was that the Lord 


said: “When I see the blood I will 
PASS OVER you.” It can only mean 
that the Spirit of God, immediately 


upon the application of the blood at 
evening, began His constant vigil over 
that house, or His ‘pausing’ over the in- 
mates of that home. He was both night 
watchman and guard, watching for the 
approach of that dreadful enemy of 
mortals, with eyes that “run to and fro 
in the earth beholding the good as well 
as the evil.” God’s Spirit PAUSED or 
HOVERED over with great wings of 
protection. We use the word PAUSE re- 
placing PASS because the original He- 
brew word for PASS OVER means to 
overspread, or cover with wings as a hen 
covers her brood. Here we may see the 
fullness of the goodness of the Lord. He 
did not just take a PASSING TRIP 
through Egypt that night, killing at 
random, sparing each house after a brief 
examination of the lintel and door posts 
or executing wrath as the testimony 
over the door post might indicate, but 
the Lord made careful and ample pro- 
vision for those who should escape the 
danger of death that night long before 
the critical hour arrived. He was there 
PAUSING OVER each house where 
obedience and the blood sprinkled door 
posts compelled His divine presence 
there to protect and shield. So we con- 
clude that PASS OVER is to PAUSE 
OVER, or linger over the duration of 
threatening danger. Can’t you see the 
lesson God would have us to get out of 
this is that in the person of the Holy 
Ghost He is PAUSING OVER us, and 
Christ is our PAUSE OVER. Was not 
the final comforting promise of Christ, 
“And lo, I am with you alway even un- 
to the end, and, I will not leave you 
comfortless, I will come unto you; I 
and my Father will take up our abode 
with you, and, I will never leave you 
nor forsake you”? 

Finally, brethren, we have Christ our

Then a Closer Walk With God 


A deeper heart consecration, accom- 
panied by a fuller and more complete 
sacrifice of all to God will bring results. 
“Draw nigh to God and he will draw 
nigh to you” is the divine exhortation. 
It’s up to the individual whether he goes 
on with God or not. God has made the 
full provision for every one, and now it’s 
up to us whether we accept His will fully 
and go on with Him. It is His will to 
give you greater strength, and to en- 
due you with greater power, and multi- 
ply His grace in your life. His own com- 
mand is “Be strong in the Lord and the 
power of his might.” “Grow in grace and 
in the knowledge of our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” 

Recognize More Sacredly the 
Presence of God 

God is too far away. All His workings, 
grace and manifestations are too infinite 
and too uncertain. It is up to you to

real to you. The presence and power of the 


Spirit must be more consciously mani- 
fested in your heart and life.

Way

The Christian’s Rest 
Matt. 11:28-30 
Jesus is called the “Lamb of God” that 
“taketh away the sin of the world.” He 
is called Redeemer, the life, the truth, the 
way. But here He calls to all who “labor 
and are heavy laden,” “Come unto me, 
and I will give you rest.”” What a boon 
to those who are weary, worn and dis- 
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couraged in sin’s dark way today, they 
can find rest. The rich, the poor, the 
busy and unemployed, all get tired nerves 
and weariness of body and soul. But in 
Jesus is rest for all, complete rest. 


1. It is soul rest. And this rest reaches 
mind and body as well. God says, “Ask 
for the old paths, where is the good way, 
and walk therein, and ye shall find rest 
for your souls,” Jer. 6:16. And in our 
text Jesus says, “Ye shall find rest unto 
your souls.” All who receive and walk 
in the old paths, God’s revealed Word, 


enjoy this abiding soul rest. 


2. It is the rest of God’s presence. 
God said to Moses, “My presence shall go 
with thee, and I will give thee rest.” 
God’s presence assured His people of ev- 
ery good. How comforting, how restful 
such a presence. The house which David 
desired built was for the abode of Je- 
hovah, and was called “the house of 
rest,” 1 Chron. 28:2. So the place of rest 
is the abode of Jehovah, with Him and in 
His presence is rest. The believer is de- 
scribed as being “in God the Father and 
in the Lord Jesus Christ,” 1 Thess. 1:1. 
Here is the saint’s rest, the abode of the 
Church. 


3. This soul rest is a rest from sin. “He 
shall save His people from their sins,” 
Matt. 1:21. In the promised land God's 
people were to dwell safely. God assured 
them of rest from all their “enemies 
round about,” Deut. 12:10. Jesus came 
into the world to “destroy the works of 
the devil,” our enemy, 1 John 3:8. There 
is no rest or peace to the unsaved, but 
those in Christ abide in His love.and en- 
joy His rest. 

4. The Christian’s rest is called glo- 
rious, Isa. 11:10. The liberty of God's 
children .is called glorious, Rom. 8:21. 
The gospel is called glorious. Jesus mani- 
fested His glory, John 2:11, and later 
it is said that He gave His glory unto His 
disciples, John 17:22. So the Christian’s 
rest now and eternally is connected with 
Christ’s glory. What a glorious rest! 


§. It is a rest from, or in time of 
persecution, Acts 9:31. While persecu- 
tions and bitter opposition against the 
Church raged on all sides, the Lord gave 
them rest, and as they walked in “the 
fear of God” and “the comfort of the 
Holy Ghost,” the number of converts 
increased and the Church marched on. 
Think of having res¢ in the midst of a 
world of sin, hatred and opposition. But 
this is ever the portion of the saints of 
God. 

6. Jesus gives this rest. His own words, 
“I will give you rest.” It is given freely 
to all who will forsake their evil ways 
and come unto Him. There is no price 
to pay, no hard, unreasonable conditions 
to be met. All who will come and be- 
lieve receive this glorious rest.

years of such sneaking. But when God’s 
hour arrived, the set time, God’s ap- 
pointed time, God sent forth His Son, 
born of a woman, Gal. 4:4. Satan knew 
of God’s purpose in His revealed Word. 
Yonder in Bethlehem was cradeled One 
to carry out God’s eternal purpose. He 
had come down from heaven, the highest 
glory, to visit the earth and display the 
glory of God. He was heralded by the 
angels and a heavenly host broke out in 
praise to God. All the devil’s murder- 
ous and lying attempts to keep God 
from sending Him had come to naught.

The devil witnessed the manifestation 
of the Godhead at the Lord’s baptism. 
The Spirit of God led Christ out into 
the wilderness. There He met the au- 
thor of sin and death face to face. The 
serpent approached the second man, 
not in a garden where everything is 
beautiful, but in a wilderness among wild 
beasts; not in a condition of plenty, 
but in hunger. After the fast of forty 
days and nights, the serpent comes to 
make a test. He comes with the things 
of lawlessness, the lust of the flesh, the 
lust of the eyes, the pride of life, but, 
thanks be to God, he finds nothing in 
Him.

We hear much in our day of 
civilization and its progress. A special 
phrase is “Our Christian civilization.” 
The thought which has taken hold on 
multitudes in Christendom is that 
through Christ a great civilization is to 
be built up which makes world im- 
provements and will civilize heathen 
nations, and through Him the world is 
gradually to become better, by better- 
ing world conditions.

We should understand that Christians 
are not of this world. Some try in dif- 
ferent ways to bring about better con- 
ditions by legislation, political measures 
and organizations. Did Christ teach 
such a thing? Making the world bet- 
ter, gradually introducing righteous- 
ness and conquering lawlessness, where 
does He teach it? Only by misapplying 
and twisting His words can we uphold 
such a theory. It was the devil in the 
temptation that asked Christ to ac- 
knowledge his authority and he would 
deed Him the kingdoms of this world. 
Note, the devil claims that the king- 
doms of this world are under his con- 
trol and he has power to administrate 
them as he will, which is, true even 
down to this present age. He made the 
suggestion of enthroning Christ as 
king, without the cross and the work 
He would accomplish there, for he 
knew if that Roman spear ever went in- 
to the side of the Son of God, his was 
a defeated kingdom. And so it goes. 

Satan uses men to try to build a 
Christian civilization without the cross, 
without that which saves men and 
brings back to God. Christ did not 
come to civilize, He came to save. If 
His object had been to civilize the 
world, how easy it would have been for 
Him to appear on earth as the son of a 
Roman emperor, and introduce a new 
progress of humane laws, abolition of 
slavery, enlightened art and science, of 
commerce and industry, and reveal the 
knowledge of steam and electricity, and 
probably forces yet unknown. He could 
have bettered the social order, put an 
end to all bodily suffering and have a 
better supply of food by some miracu- 
lous agency. All this, my brother, lay 
in His power, but how different from 
reality. Christ ignores all these things, 
and states briefly, ““My kingdom is not 
of this world.”” No, my brother, a world- 
ly people with iniquity abounding, with 
its political host, synagogues filled with 
hypocrisy with so-called religious lead- 
ers rejecting the blood and power of the 
Nazarene, can never constitute a holy 
kingdom with a peaceful Christ to 
dwell, for that kingdom will consist 
not of formal blood-rejecters, but those 
who have gone to Calvary and received 
the blessing will be kings and priests 
unto God and His Christ. 

Trying to free men from captivity of 
the devil by congressional and legisla- 
tive laws or any other source without 
the cross on which the Holy Son of God 
died, is like a man suffering from a 
terrible disease, his body covered with 
boils and sores. The physician comes to 
help him, gives him a salve to apply. 
He makes the outer look better, but the 
source of the disease he never 
touches nor considers. S uch is a 
boasted progressive civilization. It is a 
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delusion. Through such has civilization 
really brought more progress? Where 
does Christianity come from, obedience 
to the Golden Rule or the Sermon on 
the Mount? Now be reasonable! Are the 
works of the devil, through civilization, 
getting less and less? To any mind of 
reason this age can’t boast of any pro- 
gress heavenward. With and in spite 
of railroads, telegraph, telephone, radio, 
picture shows, television, rapid firing 
machine guns, and a thousand other in- 
ventions and discoveries, wealth, con- 
tentment, peace and happiness have not 
come to mankind. Nor have they made 
man more righteous, or law abiding, and 
the future does not look better but 
worse. 


No, civilization does not destroy the 
works of the devil, though some of this 
may rest as a foundation of some cer- 
tain sayings of Christ. The spot where 
God’s triumph is achieved, God’s vic- 
tory over sin and lawlessness, is the 
cross of Calvary, the cross on which 
the Son of God died. In that cross and 
through that cross the works of the de- 
vil are defeated and that is what the de- 
vil opposes. He is not alarmed at the 
sign of the world betterments, at new 
and greater inventions, in fact, he looks 
on with satisfaction when things become 
better outwardly. He can see idol tem- 
ples crumbled into dust and give way 
tc another religion, which may even 
have the prefix “Christian.” All this 
does not excite him. .He tolerates this 
and looks on with pleasure, as long as 
the one great truth is not preached— 
that is, the message of the cross, the 
salvation of God and His power through 
the crucified, resurrected Christ, living 
in the hearts of men. He is willing to 
have great cathedrals put up, great in- 
stitutions of learning and self-improve- 
ments founded, all kinds of societies 
and organizations formed, as long as the 
fact is not taught that Christ who died ~ 
for the sins of the world is the vic- 
torious Christ and through His bleod 
and death the devil is defeated.
